Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
jong ago gave currency to the 
idea that we’re all more or less 
insane, each in his own way. Now 
Prof. Lew Wallin of the Psycholo- 
gical Clinic of St. Louis says that 
most of us are feeble-minded. 

He makes this disquieting an- 
nouncement in connection with an 
attack on the Binet-Simon ‘‘mind 
test’? which has acquired cur- 
rency and prestige in the last 
few years. He maintains that 
this test, as applied in various 
charitable, penal and medical in- 
stitutions throughout the country, 
is fallacious? He denies that we 
can give any deffiniteness to such 
terms as ‘‘mental defect,’’ feeble- 
mindedness’’ and ‘‘sub-normal- 
ity.” The standards are. all 
wrong. Of if they are right, then 
nearly every one of us must con- 
tess to defective mentality. 

In applying the test himself, he 
found that ‘‘every one of a 
group of poorly schooled adults, 
sonsisting of four farmers, one 
business man and one housewife, 
ill eminently successful in their 
several callings, all living moral 
and respectable lives, and parents 
oT mentally normal and healthy: 
shildren, would grade as feeble- 
ninded when rated by the Binet- 
simon scale.’’ : 

He found that a group of six 
students consisting of one high 
school junior and five freshmen 
in a teachers’ college, four of 
whom at least were superior to 
the average students of equal 
training, four would be rated as: 
feeble-minded by this seale. 

If that’s the case; we needn't. 
mind so much being called. 
‘*feeble-minded,’”’ or being set 
down as ‘‘merons’’—adults with 
the mental development of chil- 
dren between eight and eleven. 
It’s really the abnormal individual 
says Prof. Wallin, who has a 
mind better than that of a thir- 
teen-year-old boy, and many col- 
lege students and successful busi- 
ness men are morons. 

But it’s hopelessly confusing to 
anybody who tries to follow 
psychological science.

U. OF C. 


One of the great contributions 
which the University of’ Cilifornia 
makes to the intellectual life of 
California is its practice of inviting 
men eminent in science and the hu- 
manities to come to the University 
for series of lectures. In accordance 
with this custom,’ Professor Thomas 
Hunt Morgan, the most eminent 
American figure in the field of ex- 
perimenta} zoology, has been invited 
by the university to come to Berke- 
ley this spring for the annual Hitch- 
cock lectures, a series given each 
yéar, by different speakers, as pro- 
vided for by an endownment be- 
queathed to the University some 
years ago by Charles M. Hitchcock 
for “free lectures upon scientific 
and practical subject.” 

Beginning © his scientific career 
with a study of evolution, through 
a series of experimental investiga- 
tions to test the theories and the 
conclusions of Darwin, Professor 
Morgan in recent years, as professor 
of experimental zoology at Columbia 
university, in New York, has been 
winning remarkable results by his 
experimental studies of regeneration, 
the process by which the lower ani- 
mals reconstitute. lost portions of 
their structure. Recently he has 
‘been experimenting with the mys- 
teries of how heredity works, He 
based hig experiments at first prim- 
arily on observation of the plant 
lice known as rosé-aphids: Of late 
he has obtained brilliant results by 
experimental studies with ‘droso- 
Phila,” a tiny gnat, one generation 
Of which succeeds another in about 
three weeks. Because of this rapid- 
dty of generations he has been able 
to make very interesting 
mnts concerning” the possibility of 
the modification of physical charac- 

tics. in living creatures through 
alternations of the conditions of life,

The University of California has 
recently completéd a six-weeks test 
at the University Farm in fattening 
249 lambs for market. The results 
indicate that silage, whether made 
of Indian corn, dwarf milo, or sorg- 
hum, can be economically used in a 
ration which includes barley and 
alfalfa hay. 

Fifty lambs fed on alfalfa hay 
alone made a daily gain of less than 
one-fifth of a pownd each, yet these 
lambs ate twice as much alfalfa hay 
fas lambs which were given also 
barley or silage. 
methods resulted in a daily gain of 
a third of a pound. The silage-fed 
lambs ate about the same amount of 
hay as the barley-fed lambs, but 
considerably less grain,
